Art.  3.  Financial  Reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  School  Committee,  and  Committee  for  the  collection  of  Town  note, 
were  read  and  accepted. 

Art.  4.  Made  choice  of  the  following  Town  Officers  :  Selectmen — Willard 
C.  Brigham,  Jason  S.  Perry  and  George  F.  Teague ;  Town  Treasurer — 
Warren  W.  Emory;  School  Conmiittee— George  W.  Todd;  Constables —

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MORTUARY  RECORD  OF  RINDGE,  N.   H. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  deaths  in  Rindge  for  the  first  sixty  years  after  the 
settlement  of  the  town.  Tlie  number  has  been  estimated  by  the  best  author-
